POLITICAL FRANCHISE 
1930. 


LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 


Under the provisions of the Sierra Leone (Legislative Council) Order-in-Council, 1924, three 
members are elected to the Legislative Council for a term of five years each, viz. two for the Urban and 
one for the Rural Electoral Districts. 


The Urban Electoral District consists of the City of Freetown (section 4, Cap. 80) together with the 
Sherbro Judicial District (Governor’s Order of 16th May, 1921). 


The Rural Electoral District consists of those parts of the Colony not being within the City of 
Freetown which are within the Peninsula of Sierra Leone, together with Tasso Island and the Banana 


Islands. 


The electorate is confined to male British subjects, or natives of the Protectorate capable of reading 
and writing English or Arabic, of twenty-one years of age, having resided for twelve months in the electoral 
district in which the vote is claimed. 


The property qualifications are: in the Urban Electoral District, ownership or occupation of premises 
of not less than £10 in value, or receipt of a yearly salary of not less than £100; and in the Rural 
Electoral District, ownership or occupation of premises of not less than £6 in value, or receipt of a yearly 
salary of not less than £60. 


No person is capable of being elected a member of the Legislative Council if he is not twenty-five 
years of age, if he has been dismissed from the Government Service or debarred from practising as a legal 
or medical practitioner by a competent authority, or is in the public service of the Colony or Protectorate, 
or is not registered as an elector. The property qualification for a member is the possession of real or 
personal property of the value of £250 for the Urban and £100 for the Rural Electoral Districts.

SUMMARY TABLES. 


Table 1 shows the total value of imports from each principal country, including bullion and specie 
together with classifications in groups under the four main heads of — 


1. Food, drink and tobacco. 
i. Raw materials and articles mainly manufactured: 
ii. Articles wholly or mainly manufactured. 
iv. Miscellaneous and unclassified. 
A separate column records the particulars in respect of bullion and specie. 


Fable 2 gives like particulars in regard to domestic exports and table 3 furnishes similar information 
with respect to re-exports. Table 4 shows the value of total exports to each country by classes. 


DETAILED TABLES. 
Tables 9 and 11 show in alphabetical order imports and exports of articles from and to each country 


The table relating to imports ‘table 9) shows separately the “total imports”? and imports for home 
consumption. The total imports include all goods landed and afterwards re-exported. The imports for 


home consumption include goods entered for use in the Colony at the time of importation and goods 
cleared for home use ex-warehouse. 


COUNTRIES TO WHICH IMPORTS AND EXPORTS ARE CREDITED. 


Imports are classified as received from the countries whence they were consigned. These countries 
are not in all cases the countries of actual origin, since goods produced in one country may be purchased 
by a firm in another country, and thence dispatched, after a longer or shorter interval, to the Colony. In 


such a case the second country, being the country of last ownership, would be the ‘country whence 
consigned. ”” 


Exports are credited in the tables to countries to which they are consigned, whether that country 
possesses a seaboard or not. 


METHOD OF ASCERTAINING QUANTITIES AND VALUES OF IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


The statements of quantities and values are based on the declaration of importers and exporters and 
subsequently checked by the Customs officials, Where goods are entered by weight the quantities shown 
as imported (except in cases where duty is charged on the gross weight) and exported represent the net 
weight exclusive of packages, sacks, casks, etc., in which they may be contained. 


The value of imports are exclusive of the amount of duty, and are “cif.” ; the values of exports 
are “‘f.o.b.”” values, inclusive of export duty. 


Imports and exports by parcel post have been recorded under their proper statistical heads in the 
various Classes.

Fish abounds in the river 
Rokelle: but the catches are 
irregular owing to the fact that 
only surf boats with drag nets 
are used in connection with 
the industry. In various parts 
around Freetown, where there 
are tidul rivers. a fair quantity 
of fish 1s caught by setting traps 
with galvanized wire ne‘ting. 
Trammel nets have also been 
tried but unsuccessfully, al- 
though a kind of net made 
locally is used in some portions 
of the Southern Province in the 
same way as trammel nets. 


In 1928 an investigation was 
made into the fishery resources 
of Sterra Leone by Mr. J. 
Hornell. late Director of 
Fisheries to the Government 
of Madras. The result of the 
investigation is embodied in a 
report which is obtainable from 
the Government Printing 
Office, Sierra Leone. 
Mr. Hornell recommended that 
the quantity and quality of the 
fish abounding in the sea coast 
of the Colony are worthy of 
commercial enterprise.

There are no manufactures in the Colony or Protectorate. Simple articles for local use are made, the more important 
being baskets, boats and canoes, boots. shoes, sandals, coco-nut oil, cotton cloths, coarse dyestuffs (principally indigo). 
fishing-nets, seines, furniture. ground-nut ail, hammocks (cloth and grass), leather, building lime made from oyster shells, 
mats, palm oil, pottery, ropes and fishing lines, soap. The Military authorities have an ice and mineral water factory at 
Freetown : also two companies (Freetown Cold Storage, Limited, and the Crown Boctling) manufacture ice and minerals. 








SUMMARY OF INpUsrrRiat. DEVELOPMENT. 








There are no developments in the agricultural, forestal. fishing and other industries of the Colony during the year, except 
that work was continued for the establishipent of a 2,000-acre oll-palin plantation by Government on commercial lines and of 
an experiment station for bananas and citrus fruit: it 1s expected that the former will be completed in 1931. The reservation 
of the remaining virgin forest areas has been proceeded with. The total area of protected forest now amounts to 
688 square miles. 


Mining development progressed favourably during the year. Platinum production compared with the preceding year 
increased by over 500 ozs. despite the heavy fall in the price of the metal. Gold mining commenced in the Protectorate and 
two co.rpanics were engaged in transporting and erecting on their properties. plants for exploiting alluvial gold deposits 
mechanically. Development work on the chromite deposits has met with encouraging results. 


An agreement was concluded for the exploitation of the iran ore deposits near Marampa and railway construction from 
the Coast to Marampa was commenced in the latter part of the year.
